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Serial: The Podcast 
You Need to Hear 


Anepisodic true-crime investigation proves 
that podcasts—yes, podcasts!—are the freshest 
and most addictive form of storytelling today.

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IT’S ALREADY FAIRLY obvious that today’s 
best TV shows aren't actually on televi- 
sion: You'll find them on Netflix, or Ama- 
zon, or some dark corner of the Internet.

same experience you get from a great 
HBO or Netflix series, where you get

Although it’s a nonfiction podcast, the 
series does play like a prestige cable 
show. Like True Detective or American 
Horror Story, each season will follow a 
different suspenseful story over multi- 
ple episodes. Rather than reverting to 
the inverted-triangle structure of most 
nonfiction reporting, the first season is 
narrated by Serial’s main character, 
executive producer Sarah Koenig, who's 
investigating the 1999 murder of high 
school senior Hae Min Lee, allegedly by 
Hae's ex-boyfriend Adnan Syed, There 
are sta ssed lovers from different 
immigrant backgrounds. There's a good 
cop/bad cop duo. There are cliffhanger 
endings that hinge on Adnan's apparent 
guilt or innocence. At one point, Adnan 
challenges Koenig to re-create the pro 
ecution’s timeline because, he 
seen it before on Dateline or Nightline, 
where someone tries to reenact the 
crime, and it’s like, The crime could not 
have been committed.” Even Adnan views 
this story as if it’s happening to some- 
one on television. 

Critics have been comparing Serial to 
HBO's The Wire. Both series follow a 
vibrant east of detectives, drug dealers, 
and streetwise kids in Baltimore—where 
the legal system often fails them and the 
smallest mistakes can doom them for life. 
And fans have been consuming Serial in 
the same way as HBO's cult hit: bingeing 
on it, recapping it (see sidebar, page 16), 
creating Serial memes, parodies, and 
discussion groups. One meet-up at New 
York's Algonquin Hotel has been dubbed 
“The Sound Table,” after the Algonquin's 
famous literary Round Table. A single 
section of Reddit devoted to Serial has 
more than 8,000 registered contribu- 
tors, all posting their own detective work 
and whodunit theories. 

But if Serial feels like a classic crime 
drama, it also deconstructs TV tropes, 
revealing that what we've learned from 
procedurals doesn't always work in a 
real case.

Of course, real life isn’t 
tightly plotted like television. Some fans 
have complained that certain episodes 
of Serial, like the one in which Koenig 
consults the Innocence Project about 
the holes in the case, do nothing to 
further our knowledge of who killed 
Hae. But maybe that’s the whole point. 
There's no showrunner writing this 
story. Red herrings aren’t placed in our 
path for some narrative reason—they're 
just a fact of life. “Bad guys” are just 
flawed humans, as a recent episode 


that doesn’t mean he’s not 
guilty. The fact that Serial forees you to 
evaluate your own complicity in this 
case, including your feelings about 
dismissing any complicating factors that 
stand in the way of a good story, is what 
makes it so gripping.

By the end of Pitch Perfect 2, most of the Bellas will be gradu- 
ating from college.

Music is as critical to Pitch Perfect 2 
as visual effects were to Guardians of 
the Galaxy.

Cannon will write actual songs into the 
script, but whether they stay in the 
script depends on a host of variables, 
including whether the song is 
available, whether it’s affordable, 
and whether it actually sounds good. 
It requires an entire team of people to 
pull that off. “I take a lot of opinions 
into consideration,” says Banks, who 
has final say on which songs make the 
cut. “Certain things don’t arrange well 
in a cappella.” Or simply don’t sound 
fresh enough. The success of “Cups” 
aside, Banks insists you will not see 
a sequel full of actresses banging 
away on beverage containers. “‘Cups’ 
was such an organic discovery by the 
audience that it’s impossible to repli- 
cate,” she says. Not that Kendrick 
wasn’t tempted. Kinda. “I wasthinking 
about doing one with pots and pans,” 
she jokes. “Just get real angry and 
f--- som up.” 

If PP2 hits with audiences, Univer- 
sal is prepared to move forward with 
Pitch Perfect 3. Kendrick, at least, has 
developed a can't-miss plan to make 
sure the sequel blows the doors off the 
box office. “We've got a foulmouthed 
teddy bear, we've got the Black 
Widow, and we've got Rosamund 
Pike,” she says. “We just want to give 
people everything they could possibly 
want.”

The Oscar-winning actor will make his prime- 
time dancing debut as CAPTAIN HOOK in.

to Do in Denver When You're Dead, and plotted a watery 
death for the entire population of Silicon Valley in the 
Bond movie A View to a Kill. But today something is 
very different about Walken. Soon after delivering that 
line he begins to sing—wearing full pirate regalia, a 
long black wig, and a hook on his left hand. 

Walken, 71, is rehearsing his role as Captain Hook 
in Peter Pan Live!—a follow-up to last year’s Carrie 
Underwood-starring The Sound of Music Live!—which

NBC will broadcast on Dec. 4 with Allison Williamsas the 
boy who won't grow up. The role requires Walken to sing 
around half a dozen songs and execute a tap number. But 
what does a man best known for playing murderers know 
about killer dance moves? In fact, quite a lot. Walken is 
not an actor who dabbles in dance but rather a dancer 
who fell into acting. He studied tap as a kid, toured in a 
musical, and even strutted his stuff alongside a teenage 
Liza Minnelli. “I think that if he had been around in 
the heyday of MGM, he would have been a big star of 
musicals on film,” says exec producer Craig Zadan, who 
is banking in part on Walken’s appeal to generate the 
same kind of buzz that turned The Sound of Musicinto a 
blockbuster event, with nearly 22 million viewers tuning 
in to enjoy (or, in some cases, ridicule) the program. 

As Walken himself puts it in his unmistakable, 
baroquely punctuated tones: “I always kind of liked 
putting ona show, you know.” 


IN HOLLYWOOD, WALKEN HAS WORKED WITH THE 
greats: De Niro, Streep, Spielberg, Eastwood. But in his 
youth, he had slightly less prestigious peers: a perform- 
ing monkey, an old lion—and even Howdy Doody. 

The actor was born Ronald Walken in Queens on 
March 31, 1943, which—those who believe in portents may 
care to note—was also the opening night of the Broadway 
smash Oklahoma! His German father operated a bakery 
while his Scottish mother funneled her energy into trying 
tomake star's of her three sons. “My mother was a—what's 
the word?—a fan," says the actor, as if he has genuinely 
never used the word before. “She loved show business.” 

Walken was a child performer (2) who began his musi- 
cal career around the age of 7 as an extrain an amateur 
production of Madame Butterfly. Growing up, he took 
dance lessons on the side with choreographer Danny 
Daniels, who would win a Tony in 1984 for his work on 
The Tap Dance Kid. By the time Walken was 10 he was 
regularly appearing on TV in variety specials. “I remem- 
ber doing them with Lucille Ball, Danny Thomas, Jack 
Benny,” he recalls. “I saw Howdy Doody in his box. 
When he wasn't working, they'd put him in his box! And 
there was that chimpanzee, J. Fred Muggs. He was very 
famous.” Walken even spent one summer as an 
apprentice lion tamer. “It was with a circus owned by 
this man named Terrell Jacobs,” he says. “He wasa lion 
tamer, and I pretended to be his son. At the end he 
would send all the lions out except this one old girl 
sitting on a box. She was very sweet, really. I would 
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comein and I would wave my whip and she would kind of 
sit up. And that was it!” 

In college, Walken studied English but left when he 
landed a part in an Off Broadway revival of Best Foot 
Forward (2) with a 17-year-old Liza Minnelli. “I think we 
made 55 dollars a week,” he says. “It was a pretty good 
show, as I recall.” Minnelli has fond memories of workii 
with Walken. “I'd been around dancers my whole 
having watched my parents make musicals at MGM, and 
Chris reminded me of so many ofthe dancers Iknew grow- { 
ing up,” says the Cabaret star. “He's talented in every way.” 

Walken later danced backup fora Belgian cabaret singer— 
who insisted on changing his name to Christopher—and 
played the character Riff in a touring production of West 
Side Story, where he met his future wife, Georgianne. The 
musical also introduced Walken to Broadway legend-in-the- 
making Michael Bennett. “They didn't want to pay the fees 
of [original choreographer] Jerome Robbins,” remembers 
Walken. “If you used their choreography, you had to pay 
them. So they had this kid, and in eight days he rechoreo- 
graphed West Side Story. It was Michael Bennett.” 

Then a couple of terrible things happened, at least for 
Walken’s song-and-dance career: People started taking 
him seriously as a stage actor, and Hollywood began 
moving away from musicals after flops such as 1969’s 
Hello Dolly! So Walken’s early big-screen roles were 
nonmusicals like the 1971 thriller The Anderson Tapes and 
Woody Allen's Annie Hall in 1977. By the time he won a 
Best Supporting Actor Oscar for his turn as a Vietnam 


vet in the 1978 film The Deer Hunter, his reputation as a 
heavyweight actor was set in stone. “There was a funny 
confluence of things: In Annie Hall I was this suicidal 
brother, and then I did The Deer Hunter, where I shoot 
myself,” says Walken, forming his hand into a gun and 
holding it to his head. “So there was kind of a dark thing.” 

Yet he still looked for the chance to dance whenever 
possible. In 1981 his old teacher Daniels put him up for 
Pennies From Heaven (3), where Walken memorably 
tapped to Cole Porter's “Let’s Misbehave.” A few years 
later, he cut a rug in Puss in Boots (4), for which he dyed 
his hair to play a ginger cat who has been magically 
transformed into a person. “I thought I was very good as 
t!” he says, stroking his mustache in a decidedly 
ike fashion. “The cat they used, he lived with me in 
my trailer. He would sleep in the bed.” 

Walken wouldn't appear in another real movie musical 
until 2007's Hairspray (5), produced by his future Pan EPs, 
Zadan and Neil Meron. Inthe meantime, he became Holly- 
wood's favorite villain and/or weirdo in projects as varied as 


the 1989 alien-abduction tale Communion, 1993's Wayne's 
World 2, and the obscure 1995 drama Search and Destroy. 
One thing those films do have in common? Walken dances 
inevery damn one of them—even Communion, in which he 
danees with aliens. “Fora long time, if was ina scene, and 
I just had a moment where I felt free to do that, I would 
throw in a little step,” says Walken. 

Earlier this year, a video compilation of Walken’s best 
dance scenes, including sequences from King of New York 
«) and Undertaking Betty (7), went viral. Walken says he 
has heard about the clip but hasn't seen it. He won't be 
providing the Internet more fodder anytime soon. “People 
started to bring it up,” he says of his impromptu dancing. 
“And I thought, ‘Yeah, you're overdoing that. So I've 
stopped.” Walken’s hoofing was also showcased in 
Spike Jonze’s 2001 video for Fatboy Slim's “Weapon of 
Choice” (8). While the video seemed like an odd choice at 
the time, Walken says it was a no-brainer: “You think, 
“Well, do it now!’ You know, you get too decrepit to dance.” 

Today is not that day. Back on Long Island, Walken 
looks a long way from decrepitude as he rehearses for 
Pan alongside Tony winner Christian Borle, who plays 
both Mr. Darling and Smee. Borle says viewers should 
look out for Hook's tap dancing in a newly added number 
called “Vengeance.” “Every single time we break into the 
history being made,” hi “He 
whole different way with rhythm. ‘Walken- 
esque’ is the only way I can describe it. I think that’s the 
thing that’s going to make people lose their s—” 

Walken has equally impressed his costar Williams, who 
turned to him for advice on negotiating Peter's aerial 
acrobatics. “I was just asking him about his flying in the 
Fatboy Slim video,” she says during a break. “We were 


The producers didn’t even need to reach out to 
Walken to play Hook—his camp contacted them. “I wish 
we could take credit for it,” says Meron. “In reality, when 
we were first going about the casting process, I got a call 
from his agent and she said, ‘How about Chris?" I went, 
‘Oh my God, that is a great idea? We exposed him to the 
material and he said, ‘As long as I can dance a lot.’ And 
we said, ‘No problem." 

Walken admits he will have a few nerves come 
Dec. 4—even though this will technically be the second 
time he has played a pirate on stage this year: In Septem- 
ber, Walken appeared in a show at Paul Newman's Hole 
in the Wall Gang Camp for children coping wit] 
illness. He interrupted a performance of the VeggieTales 
song “The Pirates Who Don’t Do Anything” to tease his 
kiddie costars about the nonsensical lyrics. “Pirates 
don't kiss chipmunks! There's no chipmunk kissing!” he 
growled, very Walkenly. It would be easy to assume the 
kids were terrified out of their little minds. But Walken 
insists otherwise. “I was a pirate,” he says, sounding 
more softy than psycho. “They had fun!"

HE BIGGEST PROBLEM with the new 
Hunger Games movie is right there in the 
title: Part 1. Mockingjay, the final install- 
ment in Suzanne Collins’ best-selling 
YA trilogy, wasn’t conceived in two parts. 
That was a decision made in Hollywood 
by a studio looking to double down and 
milk every last dime out ofits blockbuster franchise. The 
suits probably thought, “Hey, it worked for Harry Potter 
and Twilight, so why not us?” You can’t blame them for 
wanting to keep the good times rolling. But it’s a pretty 
cynical business plan, and it’s led to a film that feels need- 
lessly padded. Mockingjay—Part 1 is like a term paper 
with the margins enlarged and the font size jacked up to 
reach the assigned number of pages.

This is especially disappointing because 
the previous chapter, 2013's Catching Fire, 
was such a pleasant surprise. While the 2012 
inal laid out Collins’ dystopian death- 
sport milieu with flair and faithfulness, it was 
also a bit flat. Catching Fire, on the other 
hand, gave the heroine, Katniss Everdeen, an 
adrenalized urgency. As played by Jenn 
Lawrence, Katniss developed into a char- 
acter who was both brainy and badass. Now, 
in Mockingjay—Part 1, s\ become passive. 
The movie picks up after the incendiary con- 
clusion of Catching Fire's Quarter Quell, when 
Katniss was rescued and brought to the rebels’ 
underground fortress in District 13. Here, the 
anti-Capitol leaders plot their next strike 
against President Snow (Donald Suther- 
land), hatching a plan to turn Katniss into the 
fiery symbol of the resistance and spur the 
powerless citizens of Panem to rise up 
against the Capitol. It’s a propaganda war, 
and she’s the secret weapon—a Che Guevara 
T-shirt made flesh. The rebel brain trust 
includes President Coin (Julianne Moore, 
sporting silver Cruella De Vil locks), spin- 
savvy strategist Plutarch (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman, to whom the film is dedicated), 
hacker Beetee (Jeffrey Wright), the newly 
clean and sober Haymitch (Woody Harrel- 
son), and Effie Trinket (Elizabeth Bank: 
channeling a drag queen). They send Katnii 
and Gale (Liam Hemsworth) to the front 
lines with a guerrilla film crew that records 
her battlefield heroics and beams it all back 
to the huddled masses. 

But Snow has a secret weapon of 
Kidnapped by the nefarious president's 
forces at the end of the last movie, Peeta 
(Josh Hutcherson) reappears in the Capitol, 
and in a series of interviews with the sensa- 
tionalist journalist Caesar (Stanley Tucci), he 
denounces Katni:

‘The betrayal devastates her, foreing her to 
realize that her feelings for him weren't a 
charade after all. With its Wag the Dog sub- 
plot and fist-in-the-air proleta 
Mockingjay may be the most harmlessly 
Marxist movie to come out of Hollywood since 
Reds. I suppose director Francis Lawrence 
and writers Peter Craig and Danny Strong 
deserve some credit for daring to sneak any 
political cheekiness into a movie that's as big 
and corporate as this, But overall their hands 
are tied too tightly.

HE WANTED TO DIE and I wanted her to live 
and we were enemies who loved each 
other.” That's how Yoli describes her 
relationship with her sister, Elf, in this 
wrenchingly honest, darkly funny novel. 
A concert pianist with everything to live 
for—a doting husband, an illustrious job, 
a close-knit family—Elf wants to commit suicide, while 
Yoli, struggling with her career and a divorce, will do 
anything to keep her sister alive. The saddest thing about 
this book is that we already know how it ends: It was 
inspired by the true story of Miriam Toews and her sister, 
Marjorie, who ended her life in 2010 by jumping in front 
of a train, 12 years after their father killed himself the 
same way. (Toews wrote about his suicide in the award- 
winning memoir Swing Low: A Life.) But somehow, even 
as Toews works toward an inevitable conclusion, the 
pacing is gripping, leaving you—like Yoli—desperate to 
predict what Elf will do next, and helpless to stop it. 
Told in Yoli’s raw voice, which swings from sympathy to 
rage to wry humor, All My Puny Sorrows isn't just another 
volume in the sad-novel genre. In one scene, Yoli’s mother 
even rants about novels where “the whole book is basically 
a description of the million and one ways in which the 
protagonist is sad.” Sorrows may be a fierce dissection of 
loss, but it’s also an unflinching look at family and failure 
and self-interest and how great literature can help shape 
your view of these things. (The title comes from a Samuel 
‘Taylor Coleridge poem about losing his sister; Elf and Yoli 
often discuss favorite poets.) This book certainly does that 
too. Early on, Elf tells Yoli how to play the 
piano. You must first establish tenderness, 
she says. Then the excitement will build, as 
you put “the violence and agony of life into

‘SOMETIMES OUR {eelings—and our reactions 
to the things that happen to us—go rogue. 
Emotions are the messy, unpredictable part 
of being human. It’s those murky corners of 
the heart that are hardest to acknowledge, 
let alone talk about. That's the unnamed 
place where Meghan Daum’s sharp collec- 
tion of essays lives. This book, as she writes 
in her introduction, “is about the ways that some of life's most 
burning issues are considered inappropriate for public or 
even private discussion. It’s about the unspeakable thoughts 
many of us harbor—that we might not love our parents 
enough, that life’s pleasures sometimes feel more like 
chores—but can only talk about in coded terms if at all. It’s 
about the unspeakable acts that teach no easy lesson and 
therefore are elbowed out of sight.” 

Daum, a columnist for the Los Angeles Times, tackles per- 
sonal topics large and small with a staunch gaze, “This book 
also recounts some pretty unflattering behavior on my part, 
not to mention a few disclosures about my interior life that 
some readers will probably find depressing or even alarm- 
ing,” she warns early on before going there while examining 
her feelings on marriage, her ambivalence about having 
children, and her mother’s death. 

But there are lighter moments: She writes about dating 
inappropriate men (think Burning Man and astrology), what it 
was like meeting her lifelong hero Joni Mitchell, and the period 
in her life when everyone assumed she was a lesbian. If you've 
been missing Nora Ephron—and who hasn’t?—Daum's tale 
about playing charades at Ephron’s house is so well observed 
and funny it could have been written by the great lady herself. 

Look, life is difficult—and sois dealing with all the unpleas- 
antness that comes along with it. Thank goodness The 
Unspeakable exists to keep youcompany. A
